Malaysia: Jet crashed 


Without a trace, officials 
announce passengers 
presumed dead

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia Malaysia said Mon- 
day that a missing jetliner had crashed into 
the Indian Ocean, an announcement that was 
greeted with hysteria by Chinese relatives of 
those on board and a demand by China that 
Kuala Lumpur share all the evidence it had on 
the incident. 

Citing groundbreaking satellite-data analy- 
sis by the British company Inmarsat, Malay- 
sian Prime Minister Najib Razak said that 
Malaysia Airlines Flight MH370, which van- 
ished more than two weeks ago while flying 
to Beijing from Kuala Lumpur, had crashed 
thousands of miles away in the southern In- 
dian Ocean. 


His statement may go some way toward 
tamping down some of the more fevered 
speculation about the plane’s fate, including 
one theory some grief-stricken relatives had 
seized on: that the plane had been hijacked 
and forced to land somewhere. 

All 239 people on board were presumed 
dead, airline officials said Monday. 

Najib’s announcement opens the way for 
what could be one of the most costly and chal- 
lenging air crash investigations in history. 

The launch of an official air crash investiga- 
tion would give Malaysia power to coordinate 
and sift evidence, but it still may face critics, 
especially China, which had more than 150 cit- 
izens on board the missing plane and has criti- 
cized Malaysia over the progress of the search. 

The Inmarsat data showed the Boeing 777’s 
last position was in the Indian Ocean west of 
Perth, Australia, Najib said in a statement. 

“This is a remote location, far from any 


possible landing sites,” he said. “It is there- 
fore, with deep sadness and regret, that I 
must inform you that, according to this new 
data, Flight MH370 ended in the southern 
Indian Ocean.” 

Chinese Deputy Foreign Minister Xie 
Hangsheng immediately demanded all rele- 
vant satellite-data analysis from Malaysia that 
demonstrated how Malaysia had reached its 
conclusion about the fate of the jet. 

In a further sign the search was bearing 
fruit, the U.S. Navy was flying its high-tech 
black box detector to the area. 

The so-called black boxes—the cockpit 
voice recorder and flight data recorder—re- 
cord what happens on board planes during 
flight. At crash sites, finding the black boxes 
soon is crucial because the locator beacons 
they carry fade out after 30 days. 

Flight MH370 vanished from civilian radar 
screens less than an hour after taking off from 


Relatives of those on board received the 
news that the search for survivors was over 
ina Malaysia Airlines SMS message that 
said: “We have to assume beyond all reason- 
able doubt that MH370 has been lost and 
none of those on board survived.” After 

the message was transmitted, there were 
hysterical scenes at the Beijing hotel where 
many of the relatives of those on board 
were staying. 


Kuala Lumpur on March 8. No confirmed 
sighting of the plane has been made since, and 
there is no clue what went wrong. 

Attention and resources in the search for 
the plane had shifted from an initial focus 
north of the equator to an increasingly nar- 
rowed stretch of rough sea in the southern 
Indian Ocean, thousands of miles from the 
original flight path.

WHAT HAPPENED? 


O’HARE STATION TO REMAIN CLOSED FOR INVESTIGATION, CLEANUP OF DERAILMENT

Federal investigators will focus on whether 
a CTA train operator fell asleep at the con- 
trols and if an automatic braking system was 
working properly as they seek to pinpoint the 
cause of a spectacular crash Monday that left 
a Blue Line car perched atop an escalator. 

The operator may have fallen asleep 
shortly before her train smashed through a 
“bumper” at the end of the track at O’Hare 
just before 3 a.m., according to a transit union 
representative. 

The driver, whose name has not been re- 
leased, told people she nodded off moments 
before the crash, said Robert Kelly, president 
of Amalgamated Transit Union Local 308. 

“I can confirm that she was extremely 
tired,” Kelly said. “Indications are she might 
have dozed off.” 

Other crucial issues that will come under 
sharp focus in the inquiry include whether the 


train was speeding as it entered the station at 
the airport and whether the safety control 
system was working. 

The train was traveling with such momen- 
tum that it smashed through a barrier designed 
to stop trains at the end of the line, jumped the 
platform and climbed up the escalator. 

More than 30 people were hurt, though 
none of the injuries was considered life- 
threatening, officials said. Had the incident 
occurred at any time other than the middle 
of the night, scores could have been killed or 
injured, experts said. 

Blue Line service to the airport will be halt- 
ed until authorities finish studying the crash 
site and decide how to remove the wreckage. 
The CTA late Monday declined to say when 
the station might reopen. 

The National Transportation Safety Board 
is investigating the incident, which temporar- 
ily halted commuter rail service to one of the 


country’s busiest airports. The CTA is shut- 
tling passengers to O’Hare from the nearby 
Rosemont stop for the time being. 

The front car of the eight-car train 
remained wedged atop the escalator late 
Monday. 

“The train is not going to go anywhere for 
the foreseeable future,” said Tim DePaepe, 
an NTSB railroad accident investigator. “We 
need to examine the train and the position it’s 
in prior to its movement.” 

The NTSB also will try to determine how 
fast the train was going when the crash oc- 
curred. Officials said the train did not carry 
an event data recorder. Typically, the CTA’s 
older-model 2600 series cars, like the ones in 
Monday’s crash, do not have event recorders. 

The train, however, did have an outward 
facing video system, DePaepe said, and offi- 
cials are reviewing the tape and several others. 
They also are examining the signals and tracks 


to see if there were problems or malfunctions. 

The crash happened around 2:50 a.m., one 
of the station’s lightest traffic times. 

“I heard a boom and when I got off the 
train, the train was all the way up the escala- 
tor. It’s a wreck,” Denise Adams, who was rid- 
ing toward the back of the train, told report- 
ers. “It was a lot of panic because it was hard 
to get people off the train. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool said safe- 
ty is the agency’s top priority. “We run half a 
million train trips a year,” he said. “So when 
something like this happens we want to work 
closely with our engineers and theirs [the 
NTSB} to get to the very bottom of this as 
fast as we can.” 

Kelly speculated that the bumping post 
acted as a catapult, shooting the train off 
the track. The impact could have caused the 
operator’s hand to push forward on the lever 
that sends power to the train, surging it for-

ward and launching it, he said. 

“T think what happened is, when she hit 
the post, the hand went up, whether she was 
caught off guard, whatever it was,” Kelly said 
at a news conference. 

The driver has been employed with the 
CTA for about a year, Kelly said. She “works 
a lot of overtime,” he said, but she had been 
off for about 17 hours before starting her over- 
night shift, which began at 8 p.m. Sunday. 

“So she had an ample amount of time to be 
off that day,” Kelly said. “I do know she works 
alot, as alot of our members do.” 

After the crash, she immediately got out of 
the train and started checking on passengers, 
Kelly said. She was later treated for an injured 
leg but was released from the hospital Monday. 

The train operator had not yet been inter- 
viewed by the NTSB, DePaepe said. Federal 
authorities will look into her work schedule, 
her activities in the week leading up to the 
crash and her medical background as part of 
their investigation, DePaepe said. She also 
will undergo routine drug and alcohol testing. 

Kelly said he did not believe that the driver 
was speeding when she entered the station. 

‘All the reports that we’ve received from 
the tower men and the supervisor on duty 
indicate that she was not coming in at a fast 
speed at all; she was coming in like every other 
train, normal,” Kelly said. 

CTA lines generally have a safety system 
known as automatic train control, with “trips” 
to slow or stop a train if it goes through a red 
signal or is going too fast for conditions, ex- 
perts said. 

Normally, the automatic train control sys- 
tem gives an audible alarm if speed restric- 
tions are violated, giving the operator only 
seconds to respond or the train stops itself.

G7 warns Russia of 


further sanctions 


President Obama and major industrialized 
allies warned Russia on Monday it faces dam- 
aging economic sanctions if President Vladi- 
mir Putin takes further action to destabilize 
Ukraine following the seizure of Crimea. 

Leaders of the Group of Seven nations, 
meeting without Russia, agreed to hold their 
own summit this year instead of attending a 
planned G8 meeting in the Russian Olym- 
pic venue of Sochi, along the Black Sea coast 
from Crimea, and to suspend their participa- 
tion in the G8 until Russia changes course. 

Leaders of the United States, Germany, 
France, Britain, Italy, Japan and Canada con- 
demned what they called “Russia’s illegal at- 
tempt to annex Crimea in contravention of 
international law.” 

“We remain ready to intensify actions in- 
cluding coordinated sectoral sanctions that will 
have an increasingly significant impact on the 
Russian economy, if Russia continues to escalate 
this situation,” they said in a joint statement. 

The G7 leaders, who met on the sidelines of 
a nuclear security summit in The Hague, said

Russian Foreign Minister Sergei Lavrov 
played down the G8 snub. 

“If our Western partners believe the format 
has exhausted itself, we don’t cling to this for- 
mat. We don’t believe it will be a big problem 
if it doesn’t convene,” he told reporters.
